WASHINGTON, Oct. 20.—In_ the 
United States and Mexican Claims 
Commission it was announced sever- 
al days since, that the Commission- 
ers in the above Commison se- 
lected Sir Edward Thornten for the 
office of umpire, and that he had ac- 
cepted the charge conditioned upon 
his obtaining the assent of his Gov- 
ernment. This having been accor- 
ded, his acceptance now made 
final, and he has signed the required 
declaration of office. In making the 
tenderof the officejthe Commissioners 
take occasion to assure Sir Edward 
that while they consider that any 
gentleman might be proud of the 
endorsement of the Goverument in 
whose services he has spent so many 
years of his life, their confidence is 
rticularly directed to him by their 
igh appreciation of his personal 
worth and intelligence.

The Committee reported the fol- 
lowing resolutions which were unan- 
imously adopted : 

WHEREAS, More than a quarter of 
a century has passed since our con- 
quering columns dictated an honora- 
ble peace with Mexico, whereby an 
extensive domain, with its boundless 
mineral wealth, was ceded to our 
country, and opened up a great high- 
way across the country to the people 
and other great advantages deriv 
from the same; therefore, 

Resolved, That we approve the call 
for a National Convention, tobe held 
in Washington Cty, on January i5th 
1874, and that three delegates be ap- 
appointed to represent this Associa- 
tion in said Convention. 

We therefore hope and believe tbat 
Congress will jnot, in its liberality, 
forget the veterans of 1846-45 in their 
dec a many of whom are 
now suffering from disease and 
want. 

Lieut. Col. Fagg, Col. Ed. Cantwell 
and O. R. Smith were put in nomina- 
tion as representatives to the Nation- 
al Convention, and were unanimous- 
ly elected. 

Capt. Granes, Capt. Robt. F. Webb 
and James A. McRae, M. D., were 
elected alternates. 

The following by-laws for the fu- 
ture government of the convention 
were unanimously adopted: 

1. At the annual meeting of the 
survivors of the soldiers of the Mexi- 
can war, the President shall také the 
chair and call the meeting to order. 
To collect and preserve in the archives 
of the association reminiscences of 
the war and biographical sketches of 
its members. 

2. The roll of officers and members 
shall be called. To promote friendly 
intercourse among the survivors, and 
assist in a fraternal spirit worthy 
members who may require aid and 
encouragement. 

3. The minutes of the 
meeting shall be read and disposed of. 
To administer proper consolation and 
relief, within the power of the asso- 
ciation, to members in sickness or 
distress ; and seek out those who have 
unfortunately contracted habits of 
dissipation and improvidence, and 
endeavor, with brotherly sincerity 
to win them to paths of rectitude and 
sobriety for the honor of the associa- 
tion and the glory of the memorative 
events sought to be commemorated. 

The association shall consist of the 
veterans of the war with Mexico, and 
its officers shall be a President, ten 
Vice-Presidents, a Secre and 
Treasurer, and Corresponding Secre- 
tary, and shall be auxiliary to the Na- 
tional Association and all business of 
the same. 

Asheville was selected as the place 
to hold the next convention, 4th 
of July as the day.
